The services will begin at 2 o ’clock 
in the afternoon. 
Rabbi Paston, who 
is in charge of the W inona synagogue 
and Rabbi Sigel of this city, will con­ 
duct the main services and there will 
be an address by Rabbi C aro w of Mil­ 
waukee. 
It is expected that 
15 or 
20 Jews will 'come from W inona to 
take part in the services. 
Private letters received show that 
the newspaper reports of the massa­ 
cres have not been overdrawn; rather 
their censored estimates of the dead 
have been far too small. An illustra­ 
tion of the injustice of the 
Russian 
government toward the Jew was con­ 
tained in a plea just received that a 
man w ho made himself a hero during 
the siege of Port Arthur be brought 
to the home of his relatives in North 
Dakota, out of danger of the fate that 
threatens him in Russia. 
This sol­ 
dier, in the fight at Port Arthur, sav­ 
ed 2,000 men from apparently certain 
death in a Japanese trap. 
H e was 
wounded in the engagement and a St. 
Joseph’s medal pinned on his breaest 
while he lay in a hospital. 
Later he 
discovered and reported a plot to slay 
a score of officers and received an­ 
other medal. 
He was promised a re­ 
ward from the czar upon his return to 
Russia. 
Arrived in Moscow, however, 
he received an official order to leave 
the city in tw'enty-four hours. 
This 
hero is now a hunted man, simply be­ 
cause he is a Jew.

Citizens of La Crosse will have to 
raise at least $10,000 to assist in the 
purchase of a site for the state nor­ 
mal school to be erected here. 
T h e prospective site on the Easton 
farm, in the extreme eastern part of 
the city, which could be secured for 
less than the amount appropriated by 
the state, will not do, in the opinion 
of normal regents who have discussed 
the matter. 
T h e state appropriated 
$10,000 at the last session of the legis­ 
lature for a site and plans. 
* 
N o w that the regents will not ap­ 
prove a site on the outskirts of the 
city the w ork of looking for a cen­ 
tral location must be taken up and 
citizens must raise enough addition­ 
al m oney to purchase the land. 
It 
is estimated that a site large enough 
to meet the requirements of the state 
and located west of the Green B a y 
tracks, will cost about $20,000. 
State Senator Thom as Morris, who 
secured the school for L a Crosse af­ 
ter a hard fight in the legislature and 
who is also a member of the state 
board of normal regents, when seen 
this morning, admitted there was lit­ 
tle hope of locating the school on Mr. 
i Easton’s handsome site, which is just 
east of M yrick park and across the 
road from the baseball park. 
“ One of the principal requirements 
of the board of regents in the selec­ 
tion of a normal site,” -said the sena­ 
tor, “ is to secure as central a loca­ 
tion as possible. 
If none but adults 
attended normal schools it would be 
an easy matter to build up a settle­ 
ment around a school, located in the 
outskirts, sufficient to 
accommodate 
all students from out of town. 
But 
large classes of little children attend 
the schools 
and 
are 
arranged 
in 
intermediate departments, where the 
regular normal students in the upper 
classes get their practical training in 
teaching the young idea how to shoot. 
These children naturally must be tak­ 
en from homes in cities 
where 
the 
schools are located. 
I am afraid chil­ 
dren could not be secured to attend 
a normal located so far out toward 
the city limits. 
“ W hile I 
can not speak officially 
for the entire board of regents every­ 
thing indicates that the board as a 
body will demand a site more central­ 
ly located. 
I have no idea what such 
a site will cost but do not think it 
could be secured for less than $20,- 
000.” 
Th e $10,000 appropriation 
b y the 
state will be forthcoming January I. 
T h e site must be purchased and plans 
drawn before the convening of the 
next legislature, a year hence, when it 
is planned to secure an appropriation 
for the immediate construction of the 
building.

The 
I second case 122 watts, the third lamp 
tested was a 16 candle power which 
j being one half as large as the 32 can­ 
a l e power lamp should 
according to

consume x/t of 99.2 
watts or 49.6 watts lower which ac­ 
tually registered on the 
meter 
(>4 
watts. 
The fourth lamp which was a 
32 candle power used 119 watts and 
the fifth instead of 49.6 watts for a 
16 registered 
watts or 38 per cent 
more. 
The next place showed 124 
watts on a 32 instead of 99.2, and fol­ 
lowing that was 64 watts for a 16 in­ 
stead of 49.6 while the last test show­ 
ed 119 in place of 99.2 watts for 32 
candle power lamp.

Light Trust employe. 
Inefficiency Result. 
Another point that was pointed out 
is that under the destructive pressure 
of the high voltage now used, the ef­ 
ficiency of the lamp is rapidly reduc­ 
ed, so that a few hours after its un­ 
usual use began the candle 
power, 
which jumped up when the lamp was 
] new, decreases to so great an extent 
as to represent a material loss to the 
user, the current consumption con- 
tinung without producing the accurate 
equivalent in light. 
The Meaning of It. 
The result is that the company gets 
considerably larger revenues, 
owing 
to the increased consumption at the 
unscientifically high voltage, and this 
would seem to replace the loss sus­ 
tained by its recent “ cut” of 25 per 
cent in rates. 
However, part of this 
at least will be 
lost to the Light 
Trust owing to the burden of renew­ 
ing the lamps which its destructive 
policy of high voltage is putting out 
of commission in on the average from 
1-3 to Yi the time usually allotted to 
them in full efficiency. 
The consum­ 
er gets better light for a few hours, 
and pays dearly for it; then his lights 


I become inefficient under the 
killing 
pressure, and he continues to pay for 
the disproportionately large quantity 
of current consumed without reaping 
even the advantage of a good light at 
a high cost. 
Finally, he gets 
poor 
light at an enormous expense. 
It is 
said that this cannot last, because the 
company can’t stand it, and the cus­ 
tomers won’t.

which it is now operating. 
It was an Indian summer afternoon 
I nearly a year later, the afternoon of 
November 23, when Consulting E n g i­ 
neer Jacob Cloos o f. Mil Waukee turn­ 
ed a switch that th r e w '2,300 volts of 
electric fluid into the service wires of 
the company which is now a reality. 
The story of the struggle of tile 
number or business men to whose ef­ 
fort the organizing and realization of 
this giant project of a competing light 
plant is due, is a long one. 
It read 
like fiction. 
In it there are most of 
the elements of human emotion— but 
to the most it has been a comedy with 
a very material finale. 
Arrogance of the old company came 
first, defiance next then scorn of the 
efforts of the organizers; then awe, 
then wonder, then a vague uneasiness, 
then fear, then ;.p*; reciut ion and the 
J effort 
to hold the v. arping hull of 
the old ship together by strengthen­ 
ing its stays with a reduction in the 
price of its current. 
Perhaps in the city council were the 
dramatic scenes portrayed. 
Th e light trust put up a fight against 
its new competitor. 
But it was a de­ 
spairing 
fight, 
for such 
was public 
sentiment 
that 
no 
‘skull-doggery” 
would have been tolerated. 
T h e p c o 
pie 
watched 
the 
aldermen, 
they 
watched the old light trust 
people, 
they watched the new project— and 
most important, they watched the La 
Crosse Tribune for information 
of 
what was going on. 
And they got it. 
There was no concealing the facts, no 
censorizing of the news. 
T h e 
new 
company was born among the people 
and its ‘‘parents” knew its story as 
it progressed. 
T h e shady record of the ‘‘Central 
deal” was the element which helped, 
perhaps, more than all else to gain a 
satisfactory franchise for 
the 
new 
company. 
W hile business men' and 
aldermen 
hesitated 
temporarily— 
some of them— about granting a fran­ 
chise which did not contain all the 
ironclad provisions against a “ sale” 
or a “ lease” or anything of the kind, 
the allowances made by the officers 
of the new company quickly ended 
this objection. 
There was some 
discouragement 
for the new company in the fight they 
had in the council, but the reputation 
and character of the men behind the 
new company was such that when the 
j vote came the objection was trivial— 
1 trivial because public sentiment would 


re­ 


lieve tolerated no opposition. 


Alderman George M. 
Heath 
presenting that space in I^a Crosse 
designated on maps as the “ Fourth” 
ward, was one of the principal op- 
pcJhents of the franchise. 
A guaran­ 
tee fund of many thousands of dol­ 
lars was demanded, which officers of 
the company declared would make the 
construction of their plant impossible. 
This was later dropped. 


W hile Heath was the star oppon­ 
ent, Alderman John 'D o w n s 
of the 
north side, championed the cause of 
the new company and the effective­ 
ness of his position and influence is 
evinced in what followed. 
Efforts were made to “ amend” the 
franchise. 
A 
limited 
amount 
of 
“ amending” was gladly permitted by 
the authors of the franchise but it re­ 
tained the provisions which put the 
new competing concern on an equal 
footing with the old com pany so far 
as privileges were concerned. 
E very council meeting was packed 
to the doors with taxpayers and the 
occasion of the granting of the new 
co m p any’s franchise was hailed with 
rejoicing that perhaps greeted no oth ­ 
er public enterprise in the history of 
the city. 
Th e story of the building of the 
plant— the most modern in the coun­ 
try— though perhaps not the largest— 
is told elsewhere and is well known 
to all.
